A 
large attendance of the mer- 
bers and guests enjoyed the 
program and the delicious din- 
ner served during the noon in- 
termission. 

A number of boys from the 
California Junior Republic, ac- 
companied by Supt. and Mrs. 
Charles E. Wright, presented 
the morning program. John 
Esbenshade spoke of ‘Pear 
Culture’’ as he had experienc- 
ed and studied it in his work 
on the ‘‘Davis Pear Orchard’’ 
located in fhe Republic 
grounds; Roy Wilson told of 
his knowledge of ‘‘Bee Cul- 
ture,’ illustrating his remarks 
with sketches and hive appa- 
ratus; Frank Gabauer talked 
very interestingly of our state 
government and its provisions. 
A male quartette trom the 
school sang a number of songs 
very creditably and was com- 
posed of the following boys: 
Walter Hanson, John Esben- 
shade, Harry Rowe, and Felix 
LeBlane. Mr. Wright thanked 
ithe members fer giving the 
| boys this opportunity to pre- 
sent the subjects they were in- 
‘erested in and answered nu- 
merous questions about the boy 
government and the Republic 
in general. 

The first address of the af- 
ternoon session was by H. J. 
Ramsay, of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, on **Eco- 
nomic Lessons from the 1924 
Lemon Crop,’’ which brought 
out in detail the peculiar com- 
bination of weather conditions 
that caused the fruit to have 
poor keeping qualities and the 
serious mistake made by at- 
tempting to ship too large a 
proportion of this low grade 
fruit. 

F. B. Hutchens, manager of 
the Fruit Growers Supply Co., 
was the next speaker and for 
two hours or more endeavored 
to explam and justify the 
large investment the citrus 
growers have been called on 
to make from time to time in 
their lumber operations and 
plant located at Susanville 
which is not yet on a paying 
basis. A great many questions 
were asked by the various 
members which he answered 
with patience and courtesy al- 
though not always with the di- 
reét information desired. 

Mr. Hutchens called atten- 
tion to the large savings to the 
growers during the past years 
through the buying service of 
the Fruit Growers Supply Co. 
in the matter of paper supplies, 
smudge oil and fertilizers. Ou, 
these three items the Supply 
Co. has saved the growers 
thousands of dollars and this 
saving can be continued indefi- 
jnitely. Mr. Hu‘ghens stated 
that any mistakes made in the 
lumber operations at Susan- 
ville were not serious and, al- 
though it had cost more than 
the first estimates indicated, 
yet in a few years’ more time, 
he believed.that all difficulties 
could be overeome and _ it 
would be placed on a basis en- 
tirely satisfactory to the 
growers,

Tar] ITHOUT much of fuss and feathers, pomp and glory, al- 
W though wi‘h a setting appropriate to the dignity of the 

oceasion, Calvin Coolidge has been inaugurated the 

President of the United States, succeeding, as is the will 
of the people, to the highest office we have to bestow. He has 
shown his eapacity for this great responsibility, more fully 
so than any President of recent years. He is unassuming but 
not lacking in dignity; of simple habits, but rising to every 
demand made upon the office. He keeps himself physically 
fit, just as a part of the day’s duties, and the jibes of politi- 
eal opponents who sneer at his ‘“‘hobby horse’’ pass by un- 
noticed. He likes his job and it does not worry him, probably 
because he takes as his method of performing the duties 
thereof the simple rule of doing what is next, in regular or- 
der, and of formulaging his conduct solely upon what he 
things is best for the people, regardless of political conse- 
quenees. Too many men in high office seek to establish them- 
selves in their places of power by attempting to eurry favor 
with those who seem to be of large influence. Not so Calvin 
Coolidge. He acts as though he “hinks that doing. the right 
thing is the best politics—and it is. 

Calvin Coolidge comes to his duties in the four years to 
which he has been elected with the confidence of the people 
reposing in him in a most marked deree. He has proved him- 
self the people’s friend. For the aricultural interests he has 
worked and planned, that the man who tills the soil may get 
a larger part of the dollar he produces; for the business inter- 
ests he works that they may pay out as small a part of their 
dollar in taxes as is possible, this by saving money from ex- 
penditure except where necessary.

Pimento Salad 

Dissolve one package lemon flav- 
ored gelatine in one pint boiling 
water. Add more flavoring if 
needed. Mix one cup of finely 
shredded cabbage, one cup chop 
ped celery, pulp of two oranges 
cut fine, one-third of a small can 
of pimentos, season with salt. 
When gelatin begins to set add 
the mixture. 
on lettuce leaf with mayonnaise. 
Nuts may be added if desired. 


Date Mash 

1 cup cornmeal, 1 teaspoon salt, 
1 quart hot water, 1% cups (1 
package) dates. Pour the corn- 
meal slowly into the boiling water, 
stirring until it thickens. Place 
over small flame and cook for 15 
minutes, then add chopped dates 
and let stand until ready to serve. 
Long cooking improves the flavor. 


French Sausage Rolls 

Following is a recipe for French 
sausage rolls, and is a delightful 
addition to your sandwich list. 
Make a brown sauce of one-half 
teaspoon each of butter.and flour, 
and after these are browned, add 
one-fourth cup of water. Bake 
six sausages very crisp and chop 
fine. Moisten to a paste with the 
brown sauce. Remove a_ slice 
from the top of a French roll and 
also a portion of the center and 
fill with the prepared sausage. 
Place a tip of cress at the ends 
of each roll. 


Peach Pudding 

2 cups brown sugar, 2-3 cup 
butter or butter substitute, can- 
ned or fresh peaches, 3 eggs, 1 
cup flour, 1% teaspoons baking- 
powder, 1 cup granulated sugar, 4 
tablespoons water, 1 teaspoon van- 
illa. Boil the brown sugar with 
the butter or substitute for one 
minute in an iron skillet. Then 
put in a layer of peaches and over 
this pour a cake batter made as 
follows: 

Beat the yolks of the eggs and 
add gradually the sugar, the water 
and the flour sifted with the bak- 
ing-powder. Then fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites.and add 
the vanilla. Bake forty minutes, 
then turn upside down on a chop- 
plate and serve with whipped 
cream. 


Jambalays 

Put a little butter in a skillet, 
and when hot stir in one cup of 
chopped cold meat (beef or veal) 
and one-half cup of chopped ham 
if you have it; seasen with red 
pepper, salt and finely minced 
small onions, and one-half cup of 
cooked rice. Cover closely and 
simmer for half hour.

Aimond Macaroons 

Almond macaroons are nice to 
serve with tea when you have af- 
ternoon callers. They may be 
made as_ follows: Three egg 
whites, one-half cup sugar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
shredded cocoanut, one cup corn- 
flakes, two cups bran flakes, one 
teaspoon almond extract. Beat 
egg whites very stiff, add sugar, 
a pinch of salt, shredded cocoa- 
nut, corn flakes and bran. Drop 
on buttered sheet and bake in 
slow over 20 to 25 minutes. This 
recipe makes between 30 and 40 
macaroons. 


Veal Loaf 
Three pounds veal, one-half 
pound salt pork, chopped fine; six 
butter crackers, rolled fine; two 
beaten eggs, salt, pepper and a 
little sage. Mix well together, put 
in greased baking pan and baste 
occasionally while cooking. You 
may make your own tomato sauce 
or may use canned tomato soup, 
which is already seasoned. In the 
latter case, heat the soup and 
pour it over the loaf when you 
serve it. In case you prefer to. 
make your own, strain a can of 
tomatoes, season with butter, pep- 
per, salt, a little sugar, and thick- 
en with a tablespoon of flour or 

cornstarch if desired. 


Fritter Batter 
Take one and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoonful of 
salt, mix well, then add, two-thirds 
of a cupful of milk and one egg, 
well beaten.

The speaker also emphasized 
the importance of bees as an 
aid to fruit production. He 
cited instances where the plac- 
ing of hives in lemon and Va- 
lencia groves had increased the 
quantity and quality of their 
production more than 60 per 
eent. Growers of both citrus 
and deciduous fruits and seed 
alfalfa are rapidly coming to 
realize the value of bees, ac- 
eording to Mr. Atchley, many 
paying apiarists to statien col- 
onies on their ranches during 
the flowering season. 

An interesting sidelight on 
the industry was seen in the 
announcement of the apiarist 
that bee stings have been 
found to be a valuable anti- 
dote to counteract the poison- 
ous effects of the stings of 
centipedes and other deadly in- 
sects and repiiles. The Up- 
land mau stated that he, him- 
self, had sold more than 60,- 
000 bees’ stingers to a large 
eastern drug concern and re- 
cited that it was necessary to 
remove the stinger while the 
bee was alive. 

He recited an instance in 
which he as a boy was unaf- 
fected by the supposedly dead- 
ly sting of a centipede for the 
reason that he had so _ fre- 
quently been stung by bees as 
to be immune. 

He declared, however, that 
it had been found that the 
sting of a bee proved very 
serious 40 a person who is sub- 
ject to hay fever or eczema.

Last 
year a new room had to be built 
at the Sierra Vista building on 
Campus Avenue for the Mexican 
pupils. The schools are growing 
so fast that one to two new rooms 
are needed every year, and new 
buildings will be necessary very 
soon. 

The Board felt that now was 
the time to acquire the property, 
when it could be purchased for 
$11,000. The Chaffey College 
Trust, the endowment fund of 
the High School, bought the land 
for the Grammar School from A. 
D. Hays, and will hold it for a 
short time until the Upland 
schools need it. 

After the sale of the San An- 
tonio Water Stock and the oranges 
now on the trees, the value of 
the acreage, exclusive of the 
house and lots, is brought down 
to approximately $1,000 an acre.

LIBRARY PATRONS 


The library staff asks the co- 
operation of the public, espe- 
cially of the parents, in mak- 
ing sure the children are in 
the library when they start for 
that place in the evening, and 
not outside making, or helping 
make, a noise that disturbs 
those who really come to the 
library for reading or study. 
Then again the co-operation is 
asked of ¢he parents, that the 
students or pupils, who come 
to the library with good inten- 
tions of studying, are really 
doing what they came for. 

The evening is a very busy 
time for those in charge and 
the librarian or assistant does 
not like to constantly ask the 
young people to be quiet, nor 
has she the time to be_ever- 
lastingly asking them to be, 
nor is she paid for it. The li- 
brary is strietly for study and 
reading. 

The library staff, und the 
syaff is backed by the library 
board, has had the feeling al- 
ways that the library was the 
only place in all of Upland 
that the young people could 





have for their very own that} 


was. supervised. The- staff 
members have been glad and 
willing to do everything they 
could for the young folks. But 
there is a limit to the ability 
of everyone and, in the case 
of the librarian or assistant, 
she cannot look up references, 
charge out books, watch forty 
young people to keep them 
quiet so the adult may read in 
peace, answer questions, and 
work a problem, etc., all in one 
evening (and this very thing 
happened not long ago, with 
a dozen children playing out- 
side) and do justice to every- 
one without the co-operation 
of some one, and in this ease, 
that ‘‘some one’’ must be the 
parents, who should make sure 
‘he children need to come to 
the library in the first place, 
and what they are coming for, 
and thirdly, that they DO 
come for the purpose for 
which they started out. 

All grammar school children 
can easily come during the af- 
ternoon for any reference work 
they need and that would re- 
lieve conditions materially. 

If all would remember that 
the library is not alone for the 
young, but that adults like to 
come where it is warm and 
quiet to read, a great step for- 
ward would be made, and if 
the Golden Rule was practiced 
by all, surely the library would 
be a dedicedly pleasant place 
to visit.

eologist Explores Underground Chambers 
of Tremendous Size — Greatest Cave in 


the World Disco 
Mystery 


vered in Solving 
of River.

AST caverns which are be- 
lieve, to be the largest in the 
world are recent geological 


discoveries in the southwest- 
ern portion of the United States, 

Just how large these monster 
caves may prove to be is as yet a 
matter of guesswork. Already ex- 
plored for a distance of ten miles, 
the underground passages are ex- 
pected to develop an extent beyond 
all previous sweeps of imagination. 
The explorations so far conducted 
are regarded as constituting mere- 
ly a beginning. 

Situated in the Guadeloupe 
Mountains of New Mexico, twenty 
Iniles from the town of Carlsbad, 
the caverns were revealed throngh 
the explorations of Dr. 
Lee, a distinguished scientist of the 
United States Geologica! Survey. 


Discovered By Geologist 


Dr. Lee’s discoveries came about | 
through research designed to de-| 


termine the underground flow 
water in the region of the Pecos 
Valley.

Vast Dimensions 


In length and breadth the 
caverns are astounding. To this 
characteristic is added the unusual 
size of the stalactites and stalag- 
mites of this underground fairy- 
land. Because of unusual geolog- 
ical conditions these formations are 
enlarged to gigantic dimensions. 
Instead of simulating large ‘icicles, 
aS usually seen, the stalactites have 
grown into huge pendants of 
an individual weight equivalent to 
several tons. The stalagmites have 
taken the form of enormous pillars, 
the size of giant trees. 

; In the face of these mammoth 
| proportions the caverns are notable 
also for the finer manifestations of 
nature’s handiwork. Delicate trac- 
| ery is interwoven with fine cameos 
which give the underground cham- 
bers and passages a distinctive 
beauty regarded ag unrivaled in any 
other place in the world. The

Dr, Lee’s 
explorations have revealed mile 
upon mile of lofty galleries, many 
huge amphitheaters and..hundreds 
of ante-chambers, all dazzlingly 
decorated with natural sculptures 
of fine onyx reflecting the light like 
untold millions of diamonds. One 
chamber in particular compelled 
the unqualified awe and admiration 
of the scientist. In this vast area, 
a mile in length_and a quarter of a 
mile. in width, the torches disclosed 
an array of beauty Scarcely to be 
believed. The scene was one which

suggested a work*of centuries on 


the part of ambitious decorators 
and gifted artists. From end to 
end the chamber is filled with onyx 
forms and figures, exquisitely

Height Not Determined 

The size of this vast. chamber is 
still unknown. The rays of ex- 
plorer’s searchlight were lost at an 
upward range of three hundred 
fcet. How far beyond the field of 
light the cavern extends cannot be 
determined without further éx- 
ploration with more elaborate 
lighting equipment. The arching 
roof has an altitude that is not to 
be guessed. Dr. Lee declares that 
even with the limitations of his 
own investigation the chamber af- 
fords ampie room for niding the 
United States Capitol bullding in 
one corner of the room without 
material interference with the free 
space of the huge apartment. 
Other chambers of similar size 
were disclosed. In many of the

Millions Of Years In Making 


The rock out of which this in 
comparable cavern was sculptured 
is limestone, laid down in a 
stratum of 1300 feet. The depth 
already explored extends 1000 feet 
below the surface. Throughout 
millions of years water has. eaten 
through the. limestone,. dissolving 
away the vast bulk which once 
filled the interior, and carrying 
most of it away through springs 
issuing from the mountain sides, 

The great chemical work of na- 
ture is still under way. Every 
trickling drop of water, charged 
with carbonic acid gas, dissolves a 
minute portion of thé limestone. 
The water does not carry off all the 
lime thus dissolved, and therefore 
an infinitesimal amount is deposited 
upon the roof from which the drop 
‘{g suspended. In time the lime left 
there by many billions of drops of 
water grows into the great onyx 
icicle or stalactite. When a touch 
of iron oxide !s carried by the water 
this stalactite may be stained a 


(/ 
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striking red or pink or a rich 
brown. In the same way, the drop 
which may chance to fall to the 
floor of the cavern deposits there 
a bit of Mime to build up an 
inverted icicle in the form of a 
stalagmite. These are the two dom. 
inant phenomena of the gaverns, 
but they have expanded and trans- 
formed themselves into a thousand 
forms. .

We have not failed, 
nor shall we fail to respond, when- 
ever necessary, to mitigate human 
suffering and assist in the rehab- 
ilitation of distressed nations 
These, too, are requirements which 
must be met by reason of our 
vast powers and the place we hold 
in the world. 

Some of the best thought of 
mankind has long been seeking, 
for a formula for permanent peacc. 
Undoubtedly the clarification of 
the principles of international law 
would be helpful, and the efforts 
of scholars to ‘prepare such a 
work for adoption by the various 
nations should have our sympathy 
and support. Much may be hoped 
for from ‘the earnest studies of 
those who advocate the outlawing 
of aggressive war. But all these 
plans and_ preparations, these 
treaties and covenants, will not 
of themselves be adequate. One 
of the greatest dangers to peace 
lies in the economic pressure to 
which people find themselves sub- 
jected. One of the most prac- 
tical things to be done in the 
world is to seek arrangements 
under which such pressure may 
be removed, so that opportunity 
may be renewed and hope may 
be revived. There must be some 
assurance that effort and endeavor 
will be followed by success and 
prosperity. In the making and 
financing of such adjustments 
there is not only an opportunity, 
but a real duty, for America to 
respond with her counsel and her 
resources. Conditions must be 
provided under which people can 
make a living and work out of 
their difficulties. But there is 
another element, more important 
than all, without which there can 
not be the slightest hope of a 
permanent peace. That element 
lies ini the heart of humanity. 
Unless the desire for peace be 
cherished there, unless this funda- 
mental and only natural source 
of brotherly love be cultivated to 
its highest degree, all artificial 
efforts will be in vain. Peace will 
come when there is realization 
that only under a reign of law, 
based on righteousness and sup- 
ported by the religious conviction 
of the brotherhood of, man, can 
there be any hope of a complete 
and satisfying life. Parchment 


will fail, the sword will fail, it 
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man that can be triumphant. 


It seams altogether probable 
that we can contribute most to 
these important objects by main- 
taining our position of political 
detachment and independence. We 
lare not identified with any Old 
World interests. This position 
should be made more and more 
clear' in our relations with all 
foreign countries. We are at 
peace with all of them. Our pro- 
gram is never to oppress, but al- 
ways to assist. But while we do 
justice to others, we must require 
that justice be done to us. With 
us a treaty of peace means peace, 
and @& treaty of amity means 
amity. We have made great con- 
tributions to the settlement of 
contentious differences in both 
Europe and Asia. But there is a 
very definite point beyond which 
we cannot go. We can only help 
those who help themselves. Mind- 
ful of these limitations, the one 
great duty that stands out re- 
quires us to use our enormous 
powers to trim the balance of the 
world. 

Must Be Loyal to Own Parties 

While we can look with a great 
deal of pleasure upon what we 
have done abroad, we must re- 
member that our continued suc- 
cess in that direction depends up- 
on what we do at home. Since 
ita very outset, it has been found 
necessary to conduct our govern- 
ment by means of political parties. 
That system would not have sur- 
vived from generation to genera- 
tion if/it had not been funda- 
mentally sound and provided the 
best instrumentalities for the most 
complete expression of the popu- 
lar will. It is not necessary to 
claim that it has always worked 
perfectly. It is enough to know 
that nothing better has been de- 
vised. No one would deny that 
there should be full and free ex- 
pression and an opportunity for 
independence of action within the 
party. There is no salvation in a 
narrow and bigoted partisanship. 
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Especial- | 
ly are we determined not to be- 
come implicated in the political 
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is only the spiritual nature of 
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But if there is to be responsible 
party government, the party label 
must be something more than a 
mere device for securing office. 
Unless those who are elected un- 
der the same party designation 
are willihg to assume sufficient 
responsibility and exhibit suffic- 
ient loyalty and coherence, so 
that they can co-operate with each 
other in the support of the broad 
general principles of the party 
platform, the election is merely 
a mockery, no decision is made 
at the polls, and there is no rep- 
resentation of thé popular will. 
Commen honesty and good faith 
with the people who support a 
party at the polls require that 
party, when it enters office, to as- 
sume the control of that portion 
of the government to which it 
has been elected. Any other course 
is bad faith and a violation of the 
party pledges. 

When the country has bestowed 
its confidence upon a party by 
making it a majority in the Con- 
gress, it has a right to expect 
such unity of action as will make 
the party majority an effective 
administration has come _ into 
power with a very clear and defiin- 
ite mandate from the _ people. 
The expression of the popular will 
in favor of maintaining our con- 
stitutional guarantees was over- 
whelming and _ decisive. There 
was a manifestation of such faith 
in the integrity of the courts that 
we can consider that issue re- 
jected for some time to come. 
Likewise, the policy of public 
ownership of railroads and cer- 
tain electric utilities met with 
unmistakable defeat. The people 
declared that they wanted their 
rights to have not a political but 
a judicial determination, and their 
independence and freedom  con- 
tinued and supported by having 
the ownership and control of their 
property, not in the government, 
but in their own hands. As they 
always do when they have a fair 
chance, the people that they are 
sound and are determined to have 
a sound government. 


Wants Economy to Save People 


When we turn from what was 
reiected to inquire what was ac- 
cepted, the policy that stands out 
with the greatest clearness is 
that of economy in public ex- 
penditure with reduction and re- 
form of taxatiou. Th principle 
involved in this effort is that of 
conservation. The resources of 
this country are almost beyond 
computation. No mind can com- 
prehend them. But the cost of 
our combined governments is 
likewise almost beyond definition. 
Not only those who are now 
making their tax returns, but 
those who meet the enhanced cost 
of existence in their monthly bills, 
know by hard experience what 
this great burden is and what it 
does. No matter. what others may 
want, these people want a drastic 
economy. They are opposed to 
waste. They know that extrava- 
gance lengthens the hours and 
diminishes the rewards of their 
labor. I favor the policy of econ- 
omy, not because I wish to save 
money, but because I wish to 
save people. The men and wo- 
men of this country who toil are 
the ones who bear the cost of the 
government. Every dollar that 
Wwe carelessly waste means that 
their life will be so much* the 
more meager. Every dollar that

* prudentiy save means that 
their life will be so much the 
more abundant. Economy is ideal- 
ism in its most practical form. 


If extravagance were not re- 


flected in taxation, and through 
taxation both directly and_ in- 
directly injuriously affecting the 


people, it would not be of so much 
consequence. The wisest and 
soundest method of solving our 
tax problem is through economy. 
Fortunately, of all the great na- 
tions, this country is best in a 
position to adopt that simple 
remedy. We do not any longer 
need war-time revenues. The 
collection of any taxes which are 
not absolutely required, which do 
not beyond reasonable doubt con- 
tribute to the public welfare, is 
only a species of legalized larceny. 
Under this Republic the rewards 
of industry belong to those who 
earn them. The only constitu- 
tional tax is the tax which min- 
isters to public necessity. The 
property of the country belongs 
to the people of the country. Their 
title is absolute. They do not 
support any privileged class; they 
do not need to maintain great 
military forces; they ought not 
to be burdened with a great array 
of public employes. They are not 
required to make any contribu- 
tion to government expenditures 
except that which they voluntarily 
assess upon themselves through 
the action of their own repre- 
sentatives. Whenever taxes be- 
come burdensome a remedy can 
be applied by the people; but if 
they do not act for themselves, no 
one can be very successful in act- 
ing for them. 

~The time 1s arriving when we 
can have further tax reduction, 
when, unless we wish to hamper 
the people in their right to earn 
a living, we must have tax re- 
form. The method of raising 
revenue ought not to impede the 
transaction of business; it ought 
to encourage it. I am opposed to 
extremely high rates, because they
